Mr. Ferguson reported that the recurring reports on the programming status of
active and deferred projects and the line item changes since the last meeting of the
Project Selection Committee were included in the meeting packet. He noted that
FFY 2016 was included since staff is currently carrying over projects from 2016 to
2017.

4.2 Programming Summary and Obligation Goal
Mr. Ferguson reported that an update on CMAQ obligations was not included in
the meeting packet since staff is currently closing out FFY 2016 and balancing the
TIP. He stated that about $55 million has been obligated in FFY 2016. Mr. Ferguson

noted that staff will recommend an obligation goal for FFY 2017 at the committee’s
January meeting.

Mr. Snyder asked whether a few large projects have not been obligated, or whether
there were many smaller projects. Mr. Patronsky replied that CDOT’s “Chicago
Area Alternative Fuel Deployment” project holds a large portion of the unobligated
balance and noted that he was recently informed by CDOT staff that the project is
ready to obligate.

Ms. Maddux reported that the sponsor is requesting a schedule change to
reprogram $56,000 federal ($70,000 total) for construction from FFY 2018 to FFY
2017. On a motion made by Mr. Seglin and seconded by Mr. Schmidt, the requested
schedule change was approved.

Cook County DOTH - Old Orchard Rd from Harms to Skokie Blvd (new limits E

Ms. Maddux reported that the sponsor is requesting transfer of $1,350,000 federal

date. A consultant on the project, Mr. Block, replied that the initial estimates for
right of way were a great deal under the current estimates and currently available
funding will be used to cover the additional expense of right of way. He said
construction is anticipated in 2019 and a future cost increase request is possible. On
a motion made by Mr. Snyder and seconded by President Rodeghier, the requested
transfer of funds was approved.

Park Forest — Install CNG Facilities in Park Forest and Homewood; Purchase
CNG Refuse Haulers (TIP ID 07-14-0010)

Ms. Maddux reported that the sponsor is requesting a cost increase of $94,000
federal ($117,400 total) for FFY 2015 implementation accomplished in FFY 2016. On
a motion made by Mr. Schmidt and seconded by President Rodeghier, the
requested cost increase was approved.

Kane County — Longmeadow Road Bike Path Extensions (TIP ID 09-96-0017)
Ms. Maddux reported that the sponsor is requesting a schedule change to
reprogram $1,400,023 federal ($1,750,029 total) for construction from FFY 2018 to
FFY 2017. On a motion made by Mr. Seglin and seconded by Mr. Schmidt, the
requested schedule change was approved.

Ms. Maddux reported that the sponsor is requesting a schedule change to

($49,300 total) for construction in FFY 2017. On a motion made by President
Rodeghier and seconded by Mr. Pitstick, the requested cost increase was approved.

6.0 FAST Act
Mr. Donovan reported that the Federal Aid Highway Program is operating under a
continuing resolution. Mr. Donovan reported that FHWA published a final rule for
Transportation Asset Management Plans on October 24. He noted that FHWA will be
hosting webinars on the rule on November 8 and 9 and that he would forward the
registration link to the committee. Mr. Snyder asked if there are any elements of the final
rule specific to the state and regional level that should be of particular note. Mr. Donovan
replied that he is not familiar with the details yet. Mr. Patronsky asked whether Mr.
Schmidt or Mr. Pitstick had further information. Mr. Schmidt replied that the rule allows
for more standardization.

Mr. Donovan reported that today FHWA announced a national “Alternative Fuel and
Electric Charging” network. He noted that parts of I-80 and I-55 in the CMAP region are
“signage-ready”, meaning alternative fuel stations are currently in operation. Mr. Snyder
asked if the signs tell you where to get off for an alternative fueling station and Mr.
Donovan confirmed.

7.0 2017 Meeting Schedule
Mr. Patronsky reported that the proposed meeting dates for 2017 are in the meeting
agenda. Mr. Snyder asked whether an additional meeting is anticipated between April
and July since there will be a call for projects this year. Mr. Ferguson replied that an
additional meeting will not be held and staff will keep the committee in the loop on the
status of the analysis of projects. Mr. Ferguson noted that project change requests for
consideration at the January 5 meeting must be submitted by December 9. On a motion
made by Mr. Seglin and seconded by Mr. Snyder, the proposed meeting schedule was
approved. Note: The November 2017 meeting is scheduled for November 2 not
November 8§, as published in the agenda in error.

8.0 Other Business
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Mr. Ferguson reported that the call for projects will open January 6; applications will be
due March 3. He continued that staff is working on a change to the application process,
in which applications will be submitted online through CMAP’s eTIP website. The new
process will save time and staff hopes it will be an easier submittal process. Mr. Schmidt
asked when the application booklet will be available. Mr. Ferguson responded that a
draft booklet is available online and the final version will be published after the
Transportation Committee approves its schedule. Mr. Tomzik asked whether the online
application will be a one-time submittal or if documents can be added at different times.
Mr. Ferguson replied that changes will be able to be made prior to the submittal being
saved as final.

Re: 2016 CMAQ October Status Updates — Detailed Results

CMAQ Programming and Management Policies call for semi-annual updates to determine the
progress that projects are making towards both the obligation of federal funds and the
accomplishment of Active Program Management milestones. Status update responses are used
to reprogram line items into appropriate federal fiscal years, to record accomplishments, and to
determine projects for deferral.

In October 2016, status updates were requested for 249 individual project phases from 151
distinct projects. These are project phases which were either programmed in FFY 2016 or earlier
and have not been federally authorized, have not been accomplished, or are facing sunset.
Status updates were also requested for project phases programmed in FFY 2017 and 2018 and
all phases that are currently considered deferred. Details regarding the disposition of the line
items and analysis of the status update responses, including funding amounts, fiscal year
changes, and reasons for delay, are provided in this memo.

Of the 249 project phases for which status updates were requested, 113 were currently
considered deferred (45%), 19 were subject to sunset (8%), 34 had a federal obligation before
September 30, 2016 but were not yet accomplished (14%), 18 were programmed in 2016 and
were not obligated or accomplished (7%), and 65 were programmed in 2017 or 2018 (26%). The
tigures below illustrate the distribution of the project line items by phase and sponsor group.

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Updates were received for 90% of the requests. Thirty-four project phases for which updates
were requested have been accomplished. Of those accomplished, seven were deferred and the
remaining 27 were active.

Of nineteen project phases set to sunset at the end of 2016, five were accomplished and seven
were authorized and indicated accomplishment in 2017. Seven project phases subject to sunset
in 2016 did not obligate funds nor meet the accomplishment milestone; two will be deferred and
the remaining are on lettings in early 2017. Of the 42 project phases programmed in 2016 that
were not subject to sunset, 18 were accomplished, 20 expect to have obligations in 2017 and be
accomplished in 2017 or 2018, one phase indicated a delay, and three project phases failed to
submit status updates.

Updates were requested for 65 project phases programmed in 2017 or 2018 to be proactive in
accomplishing the obligation goal and to assist with predicting the obligating authority that will
be needed beyond the current year of the program. Of these, 85% indicated they were on
schedule for completion prior to sunsetting, two phases were reprogrammed in later years
based on the expected obligation year provided in the update response, one phase was
withdrawn from the program due to the sponsor deciding to fund the project phase locally, and
four project phases were ahead of schedule and have since submitted schedule change requests.

Deferred Project Phases

Of the line items for which status updates were requested and based on the update responses,
$96.9 million of CMAQ funds are still considered deferred. The funds deferred, broken down by
sponsor group and project phase, are illustrated below.

Reasons for Delay

105 of the 219 updates submitted (48%) indicated delay in accomplishing the phase. As seen in
the past two update cycles, “Prior Phase(s) Delayed” is the largest reason for delay, but only
affecting 13% of the delayed phases. In May of 2016, 15% of delayed line items were delayed by
a prior phase and in October of 2015, the share was 16%. Comparing other reported reasons for
delay over the last three cycles, the IDOT Agreement Process and Sponsor Priorities no longer
represent a significant share of the reasons for delay and overall, the percentage of line items
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experiencing no delay, about half, is stable. Delays reporting a reason of “Other” included
potential scope changes, coordination with other projects in the area, and internal coordination.

Overall, the semi-annual status updates received in October 2016 do not indicate a clear reason
for the low obligation rate in FFY 2016. The updates identified a pattern in common reasons for
delay over the last two years and may help to shape programming policies aimed at reducing
delay further. Based on conversations with planning liaisons and sponsors working on projects,
staff believes that the semi-annual updates continue to help raise sponsor awareness of project
milestones, assisting sponsors in keeping projects moving forward towards accomplishment.
Finally, the status updates indicated that sponsors expect $65.4 million programmed in prior
years, in addition to $66.9 million programmed in 2017, to be obligated in FFY 2017. The funds
anticipated to be obligated in FFY 2017, broken down by sponsor group and project phase, are
illustrated below.

IDOT - IL 59/Sutton Rd at Stearns Rd (TIP ID 03-12-0004)
This project was approved for $160,000 federal ($200,000 total) for right of way in FFY 2014 and
$1,360,000 federal ($1,925,000 total) for construction in FFY 2015. An additional $1,392,000
federal ($1,740,000 total) for right of way and an additional $1,040,000 federal ($1,300,000 total)

for construction were approved in December 2014.

The sponsor is requesting a cost increase of $1,189,000 federal ($1,486,000 total) for construction
in FFY 2017.

The sponsor is requesting a schedule change to reprogram construction funds from FFY 2019 to
FFY 2017 and a cost increase of $16,400 federal ($20,500 total) for construction in FFY 2017. The
requested cost increase is due to construction engineering costs being omitted in the original
request.

The project was originally ranked in a group with the other Regionwide Transit Access
Improvements projects. A re-ranking of the group shows that the project ranking was
unchanged at 3" among Transit Facility Improvement proposals. Eight funded projects rank
lower than 3.

Recommendation to the CMAQ Project Selection Committee:

Staff recommends approval of the requested schedule change to reprogram $134,800 federal
($168,500 total) for construction from FFY 2019 to FFY 2017, effectively changing the sunset year
from FFY 2021 to FFY 2019, and the requested cost increase of $16,400 federal ($20,500 total) for
construction in FFY 2017 for Mount Prospect — Covered Bicycle Parking at the Mount Prospect
Metra Stations (TIP ID 03-16-0016).

2017. The requested cost increase is due to a shortfall based on the current cost estimate. The
project is targeting the April 2017 state letting.

A re-ranking was completed with the project ranking unchanging at 55* among 2012-2016
Intersection Improvements. The ranking among funded projects was unchanged at 24™. Eleven
funded projects rank lower than 24%.

Recommendation to the CMAQ Project Selection Committee:
Staff recommends approval of the requested cost increase of $384,000 federal ($0 total) for
construction in FFY 2017 for IDOT - US 6/Southwest Hwy at Gougar Rd (TIP ID 12-12-0005).

IDOT - Edens Expressway/I-94 Bus on Shoulder (TIP ID 15-16-0004)
